Guidance Department 


Guidance services at Ridley are an ac- 
tive, integral part of each student's educa- 
tion. The complexity, changeability, and 
challenge of today’s work place puts spe- 
cial demands on the young — young 
people who often have very large shoes 
_ to fill as sons and daughters in the Ridley 

Family. 
7 In accord with these demands, the Gui- 
dance Department meets the needs of 

students in a variety of ways. First and 
foremost is the ongoing process of educational and career 
planning. This begins in the junior years with general career 
and educational orientation classes, through academic 
assessment, interest assessment, and culminates during Grade 
Twelve with a comprehensive Career Search Programme. The 
fulfillment of plans made at this stage is found in the Grade 
Thirteen course programme and consequent University applica- 
tion. While students do not have to, nor are advised to in some 
cases, have specific plans, a general direction is valuable before 
encountering the array of courses competing for one’s time and 
energy at the University level. Parents and friends are extremely 
influential at this stage and, therefore, play a very significant 
role; and we encourage parents to participate as much as 
possible in the planning process. 

Another important aspect of Guidance services is personal 
counselling when obstacles and difficulties hinder a student from 
reaching his, or her, potential. In a setting where one is constantly 
challenged, the process of growing self-awareness and matura- 
tion sometimes plays a more significant role than the other more 
tangible products of education. 

From the first day of school to the last, and usually beyond, 
the Guidance Department is in high gear. In the early stages 
of the school year, much effort is given to tailoring student course 
programmes to take best advantage of student strengths and 
course offerings. And before this activity ceases, the pressures 





and problems of seniors’ applications to Universities come to 
the fore. In the meantime, planning and preparation for the 
implementation of various Guidance programmes, such as 
Career Speakers and Trips, get under way; while the individual 
crises that inevitably arise are dealt with as they happen. Since 


many members of the faculty have an impact on a student's 


life, we endeavour to involve the faculty wherever possible as 
a resouce of information, insight and assistance. This, | believe, 
is a great strength at Ridley; though it may be more difficult, 
the results assure us it is worthwhile. 

So it goes; each student has her, or his, own set of needs, 
each grade has its own set of requirements and each stage 
of the year has its own focus of activity, resulting in a layered 
and overlapping network of services. In this way, the Guidance 
Department strives to help students meet the challenge of the 
present, and the future.
